More Upheavals in Soviet 
| Fatality For 
Area Traffic 
WASHINGTON (AP) — U£. 
officials are watching for possi­ 
ble further upheaval in the So­ 
viet Union's leadership as they 
consider what steps the United 
States should take in the coming 
weeks to deal with changed 
international conditions. 
President Johnson, who con­ 
ferred with congressional lead­ 
ers for 2V2 hours Monday, has 
called a meeting of his special 
advisory committee on foreign 
policy tor Wednesday. Ibis 
group of prominent private 
citizens will be given detailed 
reports on world developments 
and asked to consider various 
possible actions. 
Johnson told newsmen that he 
had met with the congressional 
leaders, Democrats and Repub­ 
licans, but gave no details of the 
information presented to them. 
He said the reports he and sev­ 
eral Cabinet members gave 
constituted “a highly classified 
briefing.” 
It is understood that adminis. 
tration officials told the legisla­ 
tive leaders they are not sure 
what issues, domestic or inter­ 
national, led to the overthrow of 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 
The briefing is also under­ 
stood to have brought out that 
while Leonid I. Brezhnev, 57, 
seems to be the top man in the 
Soviet ruling group, the actual 
post-Khrushchev power struc­ 
ture is not yet clear and the 
possibility of further changes, 
possibly involving 
a 
power 
struggle in the Kremlin, must 
be borne in mind. 
Khrushchev's formal authori­ 
ty was divided between Bre­ 
zhnev, as first secretary of the 
Communist party, and Alexei N. 
Kosygin, 60, as premier. 


UJS. experts said real power 
in the Soviet Union is vested in 
the Communist party's Presidi­ 
um, which is a kind of board of 
directors with Brezhnev's posi­ 
tion that of chairman of the 
board. 
Administration officials say 
the situation faced by Brezhnev, 
Kosygin and other members of 
the Communist ruling group is 
basically different in one re­ 
spect from that which faced the 
men who took over after Stalin's 
death in 1053. 
The men now in power have

His death followed a recur­ 
rence of massive gastro intesti­ 
nal hemorrhage. 
The staunch old statesman, 
whose life spanned a varied ca­ 
reer of engineering, high office 
and humanitarian service, had 
kept busy almost to the last. 
Hoover's two sons were at his 
bedside when the end came. 
“Work” was his rule. He 
called it “the best antidote to 
talk of ills and pills.” Death 
came quietly at his apartment 
at the Waldorf Towers which 
he described as his “ com­ 
fortable monastery.” 
Hoover will lie in state in St. 
Bartholomew's Church, Park 
Avenue and 51st Street, for two 
days. After memorial services, 
he will be taken by train to 
Washington. 
There, he will lie in state un­ 
der the rotunda of the national 
capitol. 
Following services there, his 
body will be flown to West 
Branch, Iowa, where the final 
services will be held as he is 
laid to rest in the national 
park at the site of the small cot­ 
tage where he was born in 1874. 
Repeatedly, and sometimes 
almost miraculously in his lat­ 
ter years, he had fought off 
serious ailments. 
But time, and Its wear, fi­ 
nally claimed him. No other for* 
mer president 
except 
John 
Adams, the nation's second 
chief executive who died at 90, 
had reached such an advanced 
age. Adams lived 90 years and 
eight months, Hoover, 90 years 
and two months. 
Hoover, 
who passed that 
mark Aug. 10, 1964, said in a 
birthday message that the key 
to America's! abundance is its 
freedom. 
“ Freedom is the open window 
through which pours the sun­ 
light of the human spirit and of 
human dignity.” 
As president when the “great 
Depression” hit the nation in 
1929, Hoover endured much _ 
abuse, but he lived to regain 
wide affection and esteem a sa 
wise, humane elder statesman. 
He was sought out for counsel 
by Democratic officeholders, 
as well as Republicans. Count­ 
less friends and admirers came 
to love him as a man of im­ 
mense sympathies and gentle 
wit. 
Even his grave illnesses 
of recent times did not stop him 
from leisurely conversations 
with callers, and from keeping 
two secretaries at work with 
his writing. 
Until lately, it had taken eight 
of them to keep up with his 
output. 
But 
waning 
health 
slowed him down. 
He underwent surgery for an 
abdominal cancer in August, 
1962; 
made an astonishing 
comeback from anemia brought 
on 
by intestinal bleeding in 
June, 1963, and recovered from 
a kidney hemorrhage compli­ 
cated by a respiratory infection 
in February, 1964. 
Asked how he felt on his 90th 
birthday, he said, “too old.” 
He didn't make It to the 1964 
Republican Convention in San 
Francisco, although he had at­ 
tended every other one since 
1928. But “the grand old man 
of the Grand Old Part/* sent a 
farewell message, nothing he 
had offered his last word be­ 
fore, but “this is really it.” 
hi 
that 
message, he said 
“peace of the world is the first 
obligation of statesmen and gov­ 
ernment*' and that the “ major 
world issue today is whether 
government shall be the servant 
or master of men.” 
Hoover's image was that of 
“American individualism'' and 
of unswerving devotion to coun­ 
try. 
„ 
“The soul of our America," 
he once said, “is its freedom 
of spirit and mind in man. 
His range of public service 
included direction of massive 
relief operations in World War 
I, food administration at home, 
secretary of commerce and 
then the presidency from 1929 
to 1933. 
to later years, he made 
worldwide food surveys tor the 
government, was chairman of 
the nonpartisan Hoover Com­ 
mission 
studying 
executive 
branch operations, and carried 
on various other tasks. 
One of hie last excursions out 
of his apartment was to May, 
1963, when he spurned hie doc­ 
tor's advice against lt, and 
spoke at a reception honoring 
astronaut MaJ. Gordon Cooper 
Jr. 
Hoover equated 
the early 
space flights with the bold ex­ 
peditions of great explorers 
such as Lewis and dark, Lind» 
berg end Byrd.

THINKING THROUGH SOME OF OUR SOCIAL 
LEGISLATION 
Public Attention Focused on Three 
Ma j o r 
Proposals 
First, there was the Kerr Bill, backed by 
conservation Democrats and Republicans, which 
sought to expand the existing medical care 
provisions for the 2.4 million persons now on 
old-age assistance rolls. It also initiated Fed­ 
eral participation in state aid in an entirely new 
area — to those oldsters not on old age as­ 
sistance whose income and resources were in­ 
sufficient to meet their necessary medical ex­ 
penses. 
Qualification for 
aid for this new 
.category was dependent on need and was to be 
determined independently by the several states. 
Vivtentiaily 10 million might be eligible. All 
cents were to be met from general revenue. 
Second, there was the Forand-Morse Bill 
which sought to amend the Social Security 
Act to provide, as a m atter of right, extensive 
hospital, nursing and surgical benefits to the 12 
million persons over 65 now receiving old age 
and survivors insurance benefits. The bene­ 
fits were to be financed by increasing payroll 
taxes for both employers and employees by one 
quarter of one percent. 
Later in the session, a Kennedy -Anderson 
compromise amendment was offered to the Kerr 
Bill, seeking to incorporate some pro v isio ns of 
the Forand - Morse Bill. The amendment 


j sought to reduce the scope of benefits in the 
« Forand Bill and raise the minimum age limit 


i to 68 thereby limiting eligibility to about 9 
! million persons. 
Third, 
there was the contributory insurance 
plfip proposed by Senator Javits. This plan 
sought to cover a wide range of medical and 
hospital 
services and would have authorized 
I Federal-State aid to help individuals defray the 
1 cost of private, voluntary health insurance pro­ 
gram s. The plan covered the needy aged as 
well as persons over 65 whose individual or 
joint nnmial income was below $3,000 or $4,- 
j 500 respectively. Senator Javits estimated that 
113.4 million persons would be covere<Kby his

PROTECTION 
The late Senator Kefauver was 
a devoted advocate of an Of­ 
fice of Consumers. He believed 
that: “ ...the consumer hardly 
exercises a formative Influence 
in the market. 
A flood ol 
motivation research, high pres­ 
sure advertising, and deceptive 
practices has drowned out the 
consumer’s voice in the market 
place. Only the consumer has 
the power of the dollar, which 
can call for high quality goods 
and better services. But the 
consumer’s interest is inade­ 
quately protected.’’ 
No one denies that all manner 
of blandishments, some dubious 
in the extreme, are employed 
in an effort to induce the con­ 
sumer to buy this product or 
that, or to avail himself of the 
wonders of this service or that. 
But to say that consumers in 
vast numbers are taken in, and 
are virtually without protection, 
is to move onto very different 
ground. To begin with there 
is a multitude of laws governing 
the products that are adver­ 
tised and sold, starting at the 
federal level and moving down 
to municipal weights and mea­ 
sures 
statutes. 
Nongovern­ 
mental agencies, such as the ■ 
better business bureaus, also 
play effective roles. 
Of gront significance is the 
fact that the typical modern con­ 
sumer is a pretty sophisticated 
individual these days. The old 
adage of “ once stung, twice 
shy” , applies to him in full 
measure. 
He is 
perfectly 
capable of weighing the merits 
of one product against another 
(and weighing, too, the merits 
and demerits of the advertising 
involved) and he does that ev­ 
ery day. 
Retail merchants also offer a 
valuable consumer protection. 
The merchant gets the blame 
If a product is unsatisfactory, 
though 
he had nothing to do 
with its production. In this 
highly competitive retail econ- 
ony, self-defense, if nothing 
else, makes him careful in 
selecting the products he ad­ 
vertises, 
recommends 
and 
sells, and the price he charges. 
As a footnote, It may be ob­ 
served that a whole new school 
of Jokes has grown up around 
some of the more blatant tele- 
advertising, This, by it- 
ftaNfcsen^ihdl cates flUt t » cOnsuhri 
ing public does not consist of 
sheep, ready for a mercantile 
shearing.

WHO SHOULD BENEFIT FROM 
INCREASED PRODUCTIVITY? 
As a company’s output per 
worker goes up, who's entitled 
receive the extra income 
results? 
Should it go to 
company in the form of 
higher profits? Should it go to 
workers in higher wages? Or, 
should it go to consumers in 
lower prices and higher qual­ 
ity? 
These are questions that you • 
as a citizen, as a consumer, and 
as a worker • should be able to 
answer. Important wage nego­ 
tiations are soon coming up in 
the auto industry; and both labor 
and management are trying to 
“ sell** you on their side of the 
story. Your opinions and atti­ 
tudes can have a decided im­ 
pact on these and other wage 
negotiations. 
Admittedly these questions 
are hard to answer because ev­ 
eryone tends to be somewhat 
biased. But, perhaps your first 
step in forming an opinion is 
to decide who or what is respon­ 
sible for increased productiv- 


to 
that 
the 


ity. If this responsibility can be 
determined, would any f a i r 
minded person begrudge the re­ 
sponsible party (or parties) 
from profiting according to 
their contribution? 
As we see it, increased pro­ 
ductivity can result from four 
things: 
1. Working harder 
2. Working longer 
3. Working smarter 
4. Using better tools 
Obviously, the first 
three 
factors can be traced directly 
to human effort expanded by 
employees. And companies do 
reimburse people for the en­ 
ergy they expend * regardless 
of whether this energy is physi­ 
cal or mental. The employee 
who works longer hours, the 
employee who works more in­ 
dustriously usually earns more 
money. Many companies also 
pay bonuses for smart ideas 
that save money and increase 
profit. 
The fourth factor, though, is 
not a human factor. Basically, 
it is a “ leverage** factor • a 
means of multiplying human 
energy, which is a limited re­ 
source. In this category are all 
kinds of tools: drill presses, 
lathes, 
automobiles, trucks, 
desks, typewriters, buildings, 
etc. • anything that man uses 
to increase the leverage of his 
human effort. 
Now we are coming to the 
important question: Wouldn't a 
fair minded person agree that 
the benefits of increased pro­ 
ductivity from the fourth fac­ 
tor, using better tools, should 
also go to the parties respon­ 
sible for them? For instance, 
if you contract with a man to 
mow your lawn for $4.00, and 
he 
furnishes the mower, it 
shouldn't concern you whether 
he uses a hand mower and takes 
4 hours • or whether he uses 
a riding power mower that does 
the job in 30 minutes. He fur­ 
nishes the tool that multiplies 
his effort, so he*s entitled to 
the resulting benefit. 
Chi the other hand, suppose 
you hire him at a flat $2.00 
an hour with the understanding 
that you furnish the tools? If 
you decide to trade your hand 
mower in on a more expensive 
riding power mower, shouldn't 
you be entitled to profit from 
the savings that result? After 


all, you are making his work 
easier, not harderl 
The present debate between 
tool users (labor) and tool own­ 
ers (management) is laid bare 
in the above example. It is 
comp'icated by another ele­ 
ment: sometimes tool users 
need, greater skill to use more 
productive machines, so, how 
do you decide how the benefits 
of i n c r e a s e d productiv­ 
ity should be split? 
Luckily, in a free market 
(ie., 
one in 
which labor, 
prices, and profits are allowed 
to adjust t o each other), no 
one needs to make such a de­ 
cision. (See note at bottom.) 
The benefits of increased pro­ 
ductivity 
automatically 
go 
where they will do the most 
good. 
If business is lagging, and 
there is a surplus of labor, 
increased productivity tends to 
be reflected in lower prices. 
This stimulates consumption, 
which in turn has the two-fold 
effect of creating a need for 
more workers and increasing 


workers. When too much of a 
company's income is already 
being paid out in the form of 
wages, the benefits of increased 
productivity must first go to the 
company in order to keep it 
in existence. If not, everyone's 
job will be in danger. 
(Note: It is only in a restricted 
market like we now have that 
each side finds it necessary 
to “ win*' public support. The 
fact that your moral and po­ 
litical support is being solici­ 
ted is proof enough that the 
automatic balancers of supply 
and demand have been upset— 
but that's another story for an­ 
other time.)

Most drivers profess td be 
law abiding, and yet it is dis­ 
maying how few can recite a 
traffic law.

The Tree That Brings Spring 
April’s Flowering Dogwood Has Ancient Record in Legend and Literature, 


by David J. Harkness In 
Southern Observer 
No wonder the flowering dog­ 
wood has become the national 
symbol of spring. George Wash­ 
ington planted it 
at 
Mount 
Vernon and Thomas Jefferson 
(whose April thirteenth birth­ 
day is celebrated in the dogwood 
season with this native son's 
state flower of Virginia In full 
bloom) used it in his landscaping 
of Monticello and also the Uni­ 
versity of Virginia. 
A 
dogwood tree that was 
planted by Washington's own 
hands still stands at Mount 
Vernon. In his diary tor 1785 
we find that he celebrated his 
birthday by 
moving several 
young dogwoods from the forest 
to “ the north side of the grass 
plat." On March 1 he planted, 
“ close to the old cherry tree 
near the south gardenhouse," 
a circle of dogwoods with a 
redbud in the center for con­ 
trast of the rosy blossoms with 
the white. Washington's love of 
the dogwood is memorialized 
at Valley Forge, which has 
probably the most magnificent 
display of dogwood in the world. 
It figured ia the Civil War, too, 
for one writer said: “ How white 
the dogwood bloomed in the dark 
woods of Shiloh.” 
From very ancient times, leg­ 
ends have clustered about the 
dogwood. 
On 
Mount Ida 
in 
Greece 
dogwood grew In the 
grove sacred to Apollo and it 
is believed that the god was 
angered by the impious cutting 
of those trees which made up 
part of the lumber in the Tro­ 
jan Horse. 
Most familiar of the legends 


is that which identifies the wood 
of the dogwood with the lumber 
of the Cross. 
Jesus, so the 
story goes, was so moved to pity 
by the sorrowing tree put to 
this cruel use that He comforted 
it by promising that it would 
never again grow large enough 
to be employed for such a pur­ 
pose. It is said too that the 
bracts 
which 
resemble the 
shape of the Greek cross bear 
nail marks of the Crucifixion. 
The mottling of the leaves with 
red in autumn also has been 
associated with the Saviour's 
blood on Calvary. The pink 
dogwood is said to be blushing 
for shame because of the pur­ 
pose which it served in the 
Crucifixion. 
The dogwood, of which there 
are about 50 varieties in the 
world and about 
17 
in 
the 
United States, has been known 
by many names. Since it was 
ideal for arrows, it was used 
for their manufacture in both 
the Old and New World, and is 
consequently known 
in litera­ 
ture both as “ arrow-wood" and 
“ Indian arrow-wood." Some of 
its other sobriquets are “ false 
boxwood," “ cornelian tree," 
“ Nature’s-m istake," “ Florida 
dogwood," 
“ white 
cornel," 
“ spindle tree" and “ bird cher­ 
ry ." Our scientific name is 
derived from cornu, the Latin 
word for horn, in allusion to 
the hardness of the wood. Cor- 
nus florida is the botanical name 
of the flowering dogwood. 
One often wonders why this 
beautiful plant has such an un­ 
inspired sort of commonname- 
and there is a rather enigmatic 
reason. The most plausible ex- 


planatlon is that the bark of 
one of the European species, 
well boiled in water to produce 
a strong concoction, was used 
as a wash for mangy dogs. 
Our writers have used the dog­ 
wood in beautiful poetry and 
prose. Donald Culross Peattie 
expresses the loveliness of the 
blossoming of America's favor­ 
ite tree in this way; “Like 
brides and bridesmaids the dog­ 
woods line our roadsides, up­ 
holding on slim bare arms their 
sprays of starry bloom." Hen­ 
ry $avid Thoreau said blos­ 
soming dogwood is “like a small 
flock of white birds passing." 
The 
Kentucky 
and Virginia 
author, John Fox Jr., in his 
novel “ The Trail of the Lone­ 
some Pine," says: “ Soon the 
dogwood swept in snowy gusts 
along 
the 
mountains." The 
famous 
Kentucky 
humorist, 
Irvin S. Cobb, wrote in his Let­ 
ter of Instructions to be opened 
after his death: “ Lay my ashes 
at the roots of a dogwood tree 
in Paducah at the proper plant­ 
ing season. Should the tree live, 
that will be monument enough 
for me." 
George Marion McClelland, a 
Negro poet who was born at 
Belfast, Tenn., in 1860 and was 
educated at Fisk University in 
Nashville, 
wrote 
“ Dogwood. 
Blossoms, " which ends with 
these lines; 
But high o'er all the early 
floral train, 
Where softness all the arching 
sky resumes, 
The dogwood dancing to the 
wind’s refrain 
In stainless glory spreads its 
snowy blooms. 


Biggest State Aid 
Programs Show.

JEFFERSON CITY (AP) — 
Missouri’s two biggest welfare 
programs, old age assistance 
and aid to dependent children, 
declined slightly last month. 
But a third, aid to the perma­ 
nently and totally disabled, in­ 
creased a little, the Division of 
Welfare reported today. * 
Old age assistance totalled 
$6,597,783, a decline of $22,964, 
going to 102,721 persons inSep- 
tember, 190 fewer than in Au­ 
gust. The average check was 
$64.93, down 10 cents. 
ADC grants went to 25,927 fam­ 
ilies, down 50, and their pay­ 
ments amounted to $2,512,184, 
down $1,569. The average check 
per family was $96.89, an in­ 
crease of 12 cents. 
Disability aid went to 14,749 
persons, an increase of 57. 
Their payments were up $3,767 
to $997,524. The average check 
was down a penny to $67.63.

PLEASANTON, Kan. CAP) — 
Sleek, fat cattle graze content­ 
edly in pastures where a cen- 
tury ago frightened artillery 
horses 
were 
whipped into 
speedily bringing up cannons as 
Union and Confederate forces 
fought the only Civil War battle 
between uniformed forces on 
Kansas soil. 
This was the Battle of Mine 
Greek, in Linn County, 
some 
two miles south of Pleasanton. 
On this site was the last ma­ 
jor battle of the war west of the 
Mississippi there will be a cen­ 
tennial 
commemoration next 
Sunday. Governors of two states 
will participate. 
Gov. John Dalton of Missouri 
will dedicate a plaque to the 
Confederates. Gov. John Ander­ 
son of Kansas will do the same 
for a Union plaque. The com­ 
memorative address will be by

Dr. James R,Robertson Jr., ex­ 
ecutive director of the U. S. 
Civil War Centennial Commis­ 
sion. 
The observance will be at a 
roadside park along a new sev­ 
en mile section of U.S.69. Traf­ 
fic not connected with the cele­ 
bration will be detoured on the 
old road while the program is 
in progress. 
The centennial of Mine Creek, 
the third and final event in Kan­ 
sas’ Civil War centennial ob­ 
servances, spotlights a fray 
fought on both sides of an in- 
conspicious little stream which 
gave the battle its name. 
Gen. Sterling Price moved in. 
to Missouri in September 1864 
to draw Union forces from east 
of the Mississippi and to dam­ 
age Lincoln’s chances of re- 
election. 
Unable to take St. 
Louis or Jefferson City, Price 
turned toward Kansas. 
Slowed down at the Big Blue 
Oct. 22, he was routed the next 
<^ay at Westport by Union Gens 


Samuel R. Curtis, Jam es G. 
Blunt and Alnred Pleasonton. 
The town of Pleasanton was 
named for the latter, although 
with an erro r in the spelling, 
which has stood. 
On Oct. 25, Gens. Marmaduke 
and Cabell, who were guarding 
the rear of Price's long column, 
turned and fought on the north 
bank of Mine Creek. Pleason- 
ton’s cavalry killed or wounded 
300, captured 900, including the 
two generals. 
F. W. Brinkerhoff, Pittsburg 
editor and chairman of the Kan­ 
sas Civil War Centennial Com­ 
mission, will preside over the 
commemoration, the theme of 
which is: 
“ Today we apportion neither 
praise nor blame but honor the 
memory of Americans on both 
sides, rejoicing as Americans 
that Kansans and Missourians 
now abide in peace and brother* 
hood, side by side, under one 
national flag.” 
A short military parade along 
part of the new highway sec­ 
tion, which passes through the 
old battlefield, will precede the 
commemorative program . 


Britain's New

WASHINGTON (AP) — Per- 
sonal income increased $2.2 
billion in September to a record 
annual rate of$497.1 billion,the 
Commerce 
Department 
an. 
nounced today. * 
The 
advance was approxi­ 
mately equal to the average 
monthly rise for the first eight 
months of the year. The annual 
rate was $28 billion higher than 
a year ago. 
The department’s office of 
business economics 
also re­ 
ported that consumers spent a 
slightly higher percentage of 
their 
net 
income in recent 
months. 
Some $1.8 billion of the Sep. 
tember increase in personal 
income 
consisted of payroll 
increases. There was an in. 
crease in total employment as 
well as a gain in average hourly 
earnings. 
Personal income consists of 
wages and salaries, rents, In* 
terest, dividends, small busi. 
ness profits and other payments 
to individuals. 
There were very few changes 
from August to September in 
the nonpay roll components of 
personal income. Agricultural 
income advanced after dropping 
the previous month. Dividends 
declined slightly and interest 
payments continued a long-term 
upward trend. 
For the July^eptem ber peri­ 
od, personal income was at an 
annual rate of $494.5 billion, a 
gain of $6.5 billion over the sec­ 
ond quarter. The gain in dispos­ 
able personal income — the 
amount left after taxes -—was 
$5.4 billion. 
The department said personal 
saving in the third quarter was 
about 7.5 per cent of income 
compared to more than eight 
per cent in the previous three 
months period.

Solutions Can be Found To 
Growing Pollution Problems 


NEW YORK CITY—The lead­ 
ership needed to solve such 
growing community problems 
as air pollution, water pollu­ 
tion, and traffic safety can be 
found at the local level among 
the health teams employed In 
private industry and trained 
ih preventive medicine. 
This was the opinion express­ 
ed today by Dr. Henry F. Howe, 
director, department of occu­ 
pational health, Arner ican Med­ 
ical Association, in a speech 
prepared for delivery at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Public Health Association. 
“ The skills of industrial phy­ 
sicians are the best presently' 
available resource to supple­ 
ment shortages in manpower in 
many of the public health ac­ 
tivities of government,” 
he 
said. 
Machines 
and 
chemicals 
emerging from industry into 
public use are creating “ tech­ 
nological jungles,” Dr. Howe 
warned, and the American peo­ 
ple are clamoring for control 
measures. 
“Someone is going to control 
them,” he said. 
“ Shall they be controlled by 
fiat from a central bureaucracy, 
or by the guidance of the local 
citizenry, depending on talent­ 
ed advisors on the local scene? 
The Public Health 
Service 
shies away from disciplinary 
functions, hoping that 
states 
and cities will accept their 
\responsibilities to control their 
own problems. Matching Fed­ 
eral grants are available, a 
compromise to afford 
local 
control with Federal assist­ 
ance. Will the states pick up 
the gauntlet, and solve their 
own problems, or will the next 
phase be Federal control?” 
Physicians in industry, along 
with the other members of the 
industrial health team, 
have 
achieved a dramatic reduction 
in industrial accident rates and 
in the incidence of occupational 
diseases during the past 
30 
years, Dr. Howe pointed out.

Home safety, safety in sports, 
in agriculture, in scuba diving, 
parachute jumping,and private 
aviation need the same sort of 
analysis in the community that 
industrial 
physicians 
have 
applied to sim ilar problems in 
the factory, he pointed out. 
The manpower pool represent­ 
ed by physicians practicing pri­ 
vate preventive medicine in in­ 
dustry is as large or larger than 
the pool of similarly oriented 
public health 
physicians em­ 
ployed at all levels of govern­ 
ment, Dr. Howe estimated. 
The industrial health team in­ 
cludes from 3,000 to 5,000 phy­ 
sicians as well as 17,200 
in­ 
dustrial nurses and about 1,300 
industrial hygienists, he said, 
while at all levels of govern­ 
ment, there are only 
about 
2,000 physicians employed full­ 
time in official public health 
work.

AGE DISCRIMINATION 
THROUGH EMPLOYMENT 
SUBJECT OF REPORT 
The following advertisement is 
relatively common in Missouri 
newspapers. It was taken from 
a recent edition of a central 
Missouri paper: 
“ HELP 
WANTED— Men or 
Women. Ages 25 to 45, We 
train you at no expense..” 
In nearly a dozen states today, 
this advertisement would be 
illegal. At present this is not 
the case in Missouri. Its con­ 
tent is typical of alleged age- 
discrimination that a legisla­ 
tive committee is giving close 
attention. 
The Interim Committee on Age 
Discrimination has just com­ 
pleted phase two of its study 
concerning 
various forms of 
discrimination in employment 
because of a prospective em­ 
ploye’s age. 
The initial study concerned 
the problem in Missouri and the 
conclusion was drawn that over 
50 per cent of all job oppor­ 
tunities listed with the Mis­ 
souri Employment Security of­ 
fices had age limitations, often 
as low as 35 years. 
This second phase primarily 
was a survey of other states 
in an attempt to ascertain how 
widespread the problem is and 
what is being done. 
To date, there are 18 states 
(and Puerto Rico) which have 
anti-age discrimination laws. 
Missouri is not among them. In 
most, it is reported, the law has 
proven effective. 
Eleven states now prohibit dis­ 
criminatory age specification in 
advertising for job vacancies. 
Officials 
in Connecticut 
re­ 
ported to the Missouri commit­ 
tee that by removing age speci­ 
fications from job advertise­ 
ments, older workers were able 
to compete on the basis of qual­ 
ifications. 
However, Alaska, with a simi­ 
lar law in force, reported its 
records “ showed no significant 
effect. . .” 
And, Delaware indicated that 
as a result of its anti-age dis­ 
crimination law, more older 
workers are befog retained in 
employment. 
To enforce their laws in these 
matters, 
most of the states 
having anti-age discrimination 
statutes have trained person­ 
nel administering 
the laws. 
Oregon, however, appears to be 
the only state having an appro­ 
priation ($48,000) especially set 
aside for this purpose. 
In response to the inquiry 
by the Missouri committee, a 
large variety of conclusions 
were presented. Among these 
were 
that 
such provisions 
against 
age 
discrimination 
make the general public more 
aware of the problems faced 
by the older worker; local com­ 
mittees often are set up to han­ 
dle the problem on the commun­ 
ity level; and a moral principle 
is served. 
Weak points noted, however, 
included the difficulty arising 
from many of these statutes 
covering 
only 
specific age 
ranges; and some states lump 
the 
anti-age 
discrimination 
provision 
as part of general 
anti-discriminatory legislation 
(such as by race, etc.). ren­ 
dering it somewhat less ef­ 
fective. 
From the conclusion drawn 
by the interim committee, it 
appears likely that the com- 


mlttee will urge the initiation 
of legislation for Missouri in 
this area. Said the report, in 
part; 
“ ...a state law can be most 
effective in reducing discrim­ 
ination in the employment of 
older workers if it includes 
prohibition 
against age dis­ 
criminatory advertising, if suf­ 
ficient staff and budget for pro­ 
motional activities are pro­ 
vided, if ther e are clear-cut 
provisions for application, ad­ 
ministration and enforcement 
and if there is a continuing 
state -wide educational cam­ 
paign publicizing the law and 
explaining its rationale.” 
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CIGARET SALES 
MAKING COMEBACK 
Since the Surgeon General’s 
spectacular report issued in 
January linking the smoking of 
cigarets with some forms of 
cancer, the sales of cigarets in 
Missouri has been generally 
flexible, resembling statisti­ 
cally a tight rope walker sway­ 
ing to and fro. 
For instance, cigaret tax re­ 
ceipts for January 1964 fell off 
over $50,000 from the same 
month the previous year. In 
February, the decline was even 
more dramatic, showing a dip 
of $173,586. March continued 
the downward spiral with a loss 
of nearly $400,000. 
However, the Cigaret Tax Di­ 
vision of the Department of 
Revenue reports that by April 
the decline came to a temporary 
halt and that month saw an in­ 
crease of $17,675.

The plan would offer an option 
to middle and high income tax­ 
payers. 
They wouid have the 
Choice of paying a lower rate 
H they disregarded present de­ 
ductions, exemptions and ex­ 
clusions, or they could continue 
to take their deductions and pay 
present rates. 
For middle income people who 
would not benefit from the no- 
duction option, Senator Long 
uld double to $2,000 the pres­ 
ent $1,000 celling on the

percent 
standard 
deduction. 
This is designed to make the 
standard 
deduction more at­ 
tractive, and an estimated 2.5 
million 
people would 
be ex­ 
pected to adopt the sim pler 
system . 
For those earning less than 
$10,000 who would not benefit 
from either of the other options, 
there would be a $100 increase 
in the standard deduction, now 
$300 for single persons and 
$400 for married couples. Sen- 
g Long estim ates this would 
luce another 11 million to 
itemizing their deductions.

The Treasury estim ates that 
about 13.8 million taxpayers 
would take advantage of the var­ 
ious options, and they would 
cut their payments about $700 
million annually.

Senator Long, who holds a

the tax-writing Senate Finance 
Committee, has described his 
proposal 
as “ a beginning in 
the direction of a tax system 
simpler and easier for every­ 
one to understand and a system 
with greater fairness and jus­ 
tice for every taxpayer.** 
The Louisiana legislator told 
the Senate just before adjourn­ 
ment: 
“ It is time we began to 
reduce the premium enjoyed by 
the taxpayer who has tax law­ 
yers and accountants to show 
him 
ways 
to avoid 
paying 
taxes.* * 
CAPITAL GAINS AFFECTED 


One way that those in the top 
income brackets reduce their 
tax liability is to arrange that 
as much as possible of their 
income is classed as a capital 
gain instead of as ordinary 
income. The capital gains rate 
i s a flat 25 percent, compared 
with levies up to 70 percent on 
ordinary income. 
The original 
version of the 
Long bill would have continued 
the capital gains rate at 25 
percent. The Treasury strongly 
objected to allowing high income 
taxpayers to obtain lower rates 
by foregoing deductions, and 
still benefit from the low rate 
on capital gains. 
In a bid for Treasury support, 
Senator Long has revised his 
proposal to require that those 
choosing the optional no-deduc­ 
tion system must include all 
capital gain income in the sum 
taxable at the lower rate. 
“ There are many valid argu­ 
ments for special treatment of 
capital gains income,*’ Senator 
Long told his colleagues, “ but 
real simplicity, lower rates and 
tax equity cannot be achieved 
until capital gains income is 
treated like other income. Since 
the system I propose is entirely 
optional, no taxpayer would be 
harmed.*’ 
The rate schedule under the 
Long bill would be 20 percent 
of the first $20,000, 25 percent 
on the next $8,000, and rise in 
four stages to a maximum of 
50 percent on income over $50, 
000. All rates are for married 
persons. 
Senator 
Long believes that 
three out of four taxpayers with 
incomes of $20,000 and up would 
ignore the options he proposes. 
The one in four choosing the 
new system would be required 
to continue using it for at least 
five years.

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
officials are watching for possi­ 
ble further upheaval in the So­ 
viet Union's leadership as they 
consider what steps the United 
States should take in the coming 
weeks to deal with changed 
international conditions. 
President Johnson, who con­ 
ferred with congressional lead­ 
ers for 2!/2 hours Monday, has 
called a meeting of his special 
advisory com m ittee on foreign 
policy 
for 
Wednesday. This 
group 
of 
prom inent 
private 
citizens will be given detailed 
reports on world developments 
and asked to consider various 
possible actions. 
Johnson told newsmen that he 
had met with the congressional 
leaders, Democrats and Repub­ 
licans, but gave no details of the 
information presented to them. 
He said the reports he and sev­ 
eral 
Cabinet m em bers gave 
constituted “ a highly classified 
briefing." 
It is understood that adm inis. 
tration officials told the legisla­ 
tive leaders they a re not sure 
what issues, dom estic o r inter­ 
national, led to the overthrow of 
Soviet Prem ier Khrushchev. 


The briefing is also under­ 
stood to have brought out that 
while Leonid I. Brezhnev, 57,

Khrushchev's form al authori­ 
ty was divided between Bre­ 
zhnev, as first se creta ry of the 
Communist party, and Alexei N.

UJS. experts said real power 
in the Soviet Union is vested in 
the Communist party's P resid i­ 
um, which is a kind of board of 
directors with Brezhnev's posi­ 
tion that of chairman of the 
board.

Died at 
Home in 
New York 


NEW YORK (AP) — H erbert 
Clark Hoover, 31st president of 
the United States, died today at 
the age of 90. 
Death cam e at 11:35 a.m . 
His death followed a rec u r­ 
rence of m assive ga st ro intesti­ 
nal hem orrhage. 
The staunch old statesm an, 
whose life spanned a varied ca­ 
reer of engineering, high office 
and humanitarian service, had 
kept busy alm ost to the last. 
Hoover's two sons were at his 
bedside when the end cam e. 
"W ork" was 
his rule. He 
called It "the best antidote to 
talk of Ills and p ills." Death 
came quietly at his apartm ent 
at the Waldorf Towers which 
he 
described 
as his "com­ 
fortable m onastery." 
Hoover will lie in state in St. 
Bartholomew's 
Church, Park 
Avenue and 51st Street, for two 
days. After memorial services, 
he will be taken by train to 
Washington. 
There, he will lie In state un­ 
der the rotunda of the national 
capitol. 
Following services there, his 
body 
will 
be 
flown to West 
Branch, Iowa, where the final 
services will be held as he is 
laid to 
rest in the national 
park at the site of the small cot­ 
tage where he was born in 1874. 
Repeatedly, and sometimes 
almost miraculously in his lat­ 
ter years, he had fought off 
serious ailm ents. 
But tim e, and its wear, fi­ 
nally claimed him. No other for­ 
mer president 
except 
John 
Adams, 
the 
nation's second 
chief executive who died at 90, 
had reached such an advanced 
age. Adams lived 90 years and 
eight months, Hoover, 90 years 
and two months. 
Hoover, 
who 
passed 
that 
mark Aug. IO, 1964, said Ina 
birthday m essage that the key 
to America's abundance is its 
freedom. 
"Freedom is the open window 
through which pours the sun­ 
light of the human spirit and of 
human dignity." 
As president when the "great 
Depression" hit the nation in 
1929, 
Hoover 
endured much 
abuse, but he lived to regain 
wide affection and esteem as a 
w ise, humane elder statesman. 
He was sought out for counsel 
by 
Democratic officeholders, 
as well as Republicans. Count­ 
less friends and admirers ca me 
to love him as a man of im­ 
mense sympathies and gentle 
wit. 
Even 
his 
grave 
illnesses 
of recent tim es did not stop him 
from leisurely conversations 
with callers, and from keeping 
two secretaries at work with 
his writing. 
Until lately, it had taken eight 
of them to keep up with his 
output. 
But 
waning 
health 
slowed him down. 
He underwent surgery for an 
abdominal cancer in August, 
1962; 
made 
an 
astonishing 
comeback from anemia brought 
on 
by 
intestinal bleeding in 
June, 1963, and recovered from 
a kidney hemorrhage compli­ 
cated by a respiratory infection 
in February, 1964. 
Asked how he felt on his 90th 
birthday, he said, "too old." 
He didn't make it to the 1964 
Republican Convention In San 
Francisco, although he had at­ 
tended every other one since 
1928. But "the grand old man 
of the Grand Old Part}'" sent a 
farewell message, nothing he 
had offered his last word be­ 
fore, but "this is really it." 
In 
that 
message, he said 
"peace of the world is the first 
obligation of statesmen and gov­ 
ernment" and that the "major 
world issue today is whether 
government shall be the servant 
or master of men." 
Hoover's image was that of 
"American individualism" and 
of unswerving devotion to coun­ 
try. 
"The soul of our America," 
he once said, "is its freedom 
of spirit and mind in man." 
His range of public service 
included direction of massive 
relief operations in World War 
I, food administration at home, 
secretary 
of 
commerce and 
then the presidency from 1929 
to 1933. 
In 
later 
years, 
he made 
worldwide food surveys for the 
government, was chairman of 
the nonpartisan Hoover Com­ 
mission 
studying 
executive 
branch operations, and carried 
on various other tasks. 
One of his last excursions out 
of his apartment was in May, 
1963, when h#» spurned his doc­ 
tor's advice against It, and 
spoke at a reception honoring 
astronaut MSJ. Cordon Cooper 
Jr. 
Hoover equated 
the

space flights with the bold ex­

of greet explorere 
such as Lewis and Clerk, Lind- 
berg and Byrd.

As the Social Security Sys­ 
tem has more than $300 billion 
in unfunded obligations, the 
Federal employees retirement 
fund is $35 billion in the red 
and the Railway Retirement 
fund—Federally administered 
—has run into financial trou­ 
ble, it wall be interesting to dis­ 
cover how Federal authorities 
expect to improve the private 
pension funds. 
Rep. Wilbur Mills (D-Ark.) 
who heads the House Ways 
and Means Committee forecast 
some more trouble in the pen­ 
sion area. He said on the floor 
that he feared if Medicare 
was attached to Social Secu­ 
rity that it would soon prove 
impossible to raise Social Se­ 
curity pensions, as has been 
done so often in the past. 
At a time when all the ex­ 
perts, in Washington and out 
of it, are becoming worried 
about the possibilities of an­ 
other round of inflation, this 
could spell real hardship for 
millions of older Americans 
who are now drawing, or soon 
will draw, Social Security re­ 
tirements checks. 


Rep. Glenard P. Lipscomb 
(R-Calif.) had some things to 
enter in tile record about our 
recent dealings with the Com­ 
munist 
countries — involving 
sales of wheat and negotia­ 
tions for nuclear power plants, 
among other things. One not­ 
able quotation: 
“It should be clearly un­ 
derstood that increasing­ 
ly our transactions with 
the Communists are be­ 
coming more than just 
trade. When you use tax 
money to sell subsidized 
commodities or to guaran­ 
tee credits that is a form 
of aid, no matter how the 
transactions may be de­ 
scribed 
or disguised 
to 
make them palatable.” 
Rep. John R. Pillion (R-N.Y.) 
had a few words of vindication 
of the judgment of the Con­ 
gress in refusing to pass the 
enabling legislation for the in­ 
ternational coffee agreement, 
negotiated by our State De­ 
partment. 
He pointed out that although 
the 
Administration 
assured 
everyone that the agreement 
was 
merely 
to 
“stabilize” 
prices, that coffee had risen 
from 67 cents to 91 cents after 
the agreement was signed, and 
dropped four cents as soon as 
Congress refused to pass the 
bill to validate it. 
Sen. Morse, again, went on 
the record to say that so-called 
Federal long-range planning 
was often “merely promotional 
literature for bigger and better 
bureaucratic activities,” and 
immediately called for a De­ 
partment 
of 
Natural 
Re­ 
sources. To do what. Federal 
long-range planning! 
Sen. Willis Robertson, still 
smarting over the defeat of a 
curb on the Federal Courts’ 
activities 
in 
reapportioning 
state legislatures, pointed out 
that 
population 
isn’t 
alto­ 
gether a good basis for creat­ 
ing 
a 
“one-m an-one-vote” 
justice. Students and others 
who have voting residences 
cast absentee ballots in other 
states, he noted, and prisoners 
and mental patients who can’t 
vote at all, still are counted in 
the census and hence are in­ 
cluded in the basis for court- 
style apportionment.

marksman Lories W iggerpicked 
up the United States* only med­ 
al — a gold — Russia failed to 
make up much ground and the 
two dominant nations yielded 
the Olympic spotlight Tuesday 
to a little known German and 
his bid for upset in the demand­ 
ing decathlon. 
W illie 
Haldorf, 24, main­ 
tained his surprising lead in the 
5,739 points after seven events. 
He was followed by Germany's 
Hans-Joachim Walde and Rus­ 
sia's Rein Aun. 
C.K. Yang, the veteran from 
Nationalist 
China 
by way of 
UCLA, the silver medalist in 
1960, the world record-holder 
and heavy 
favorite in these 
Games, was 
in eighth place 
with 5,361 points. 
The U £ . entrants, Paul Her­ 
man of Santa Barbara, Calif.; 
Dick Em berger of Oceanside, 
Calif., and Russ Hodge of Ros­ 
coe, N.Y., were in positions 
Nos. 6, 9 and 10th with 5,468, 
5,336 and 5,163 points. 
The United States has won the 
decathlon 
in 
every Olympics 
since 1932, but its relatively 
poor showing in these Games 
was anticipated.

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The Tree That Brings Spring 


April’s Flowering Dogwood Has Ancient Record in Legend and Literature. 


by David J. Harkness In 
Southern Observer 
No wonder the flowering dog­ 
wood has become the national 
symbol of spring. George Wash­ 
ington 
planted 
it 
at 
Mount 
Vernon and Thomas Jefferson 
(whose April thirteenth birth­ 
day is celebrated in the dogwood 
season with this native son's 
state flower of Virginia in full 
bloom) used it in his landscaping 
of Monticello and also the Uni­ 
versity of Virginia. 
A 
dog wood 
tree that 
was 
planted by Washington’s own 
hands still stands at Mount 
Vernon. In his diary for 1785 
we find that he celebrated his 
birthday 
by 
moving several 
young dogwoods from the forest 
to "the north side of the grass 
p lat." On March I he planted, 
"close to the old cherry tree 
near the south gardenhouse," 
a circle of dogwoods with a 
redbud in the center for con­ 
trast of the rosy blossoms with 
the white. Washington’s love of 
the dogwood is memorialized 
it 
Valley Forge, which has 
probably the most magnificent 
display of dogwood in the world. 
It figured ii the Civil War, too, 
for one w riter said: "How white 
the dogwood bloomed in the1 dark 
woods of Shiloh.” 
From very ancient tim es, leg­ 
ends have clustered about the 
dogwood. 
On 
Mount Ida 
in 
Greece 
dogwood grew in the 
grove sacred to Apollo and it 
is believed that the god was 
angered by the impious cutting 
of those trees which made up 
part of the lumber in the Tro­ 
jan Horse. 
Most lam inar of the legends 


is that which identifies the wood 
of the dogwood with the lumber 
of the 
C ross. 
Jesus, so the 
story goes, was so moved to pity 
by the sorrowing tree put to 
this cruel use that He comforted 
it by prom ising that it would 
never again grow large enough 
to be employed for such a pur­ 
pose. It is said too that the 
bracts 
which 
resem ble the 
shape of the Greek '’Toss bear 
nail m arks of the Crucifixion. 
The mottling of the leaves with 
red in autumn also has been 
associated with the Saviour’s 
blood on Calvary, 
The pink 
dogwood is said to tx1 blushing 
for shame liecatise of the pur­ 
pose 
which it served in the 
Crucifixion. 
The dogwood, of which there 
are about 50 varieties In the 
world and about 
17 
In 
the 
United States, has been known 
by many nam es. Since it was 
ideal for arrow s, it was used 
for their manufacture in both 
the Old and New World, and is 
consequently known 
in litera­ 
ture both as "a rro w -wood" and 
"Indian arrow-w ood." Some of 
its other sobriquets are "false 
boxwood," 
"cornelian tree ," 
"N ature’s - m istake," "Florida 
dogwood," 
"white 
cornel," 
"spindle tre e " .md "b ird c h er­ 
ry ." 
Oar scientific nam' 
is 
derived from cornu, the Latin 
word for horn, in allusion to 
the hardness of the wood. Cor- 
n is florida is the botanical name 
of the flowering dogwood. 
One often wonders why this 
beautiful plant has such an un­ 
inspired sort of common namo- 
and there is a rather enigmatic 
reason. Til.1 most plausible ex­ 


planation is that the iiark of 
one of the European species, 
well boiled in water to produce 
a strong concoction, was used 
as a wash for mangy dogs. 
Our w riters have used the dog­ 
wood 
in beautiful poetry and 
prose. Donald Culross Peattie 
expresses the loveliness of the 
blossoming of A m erica's favor­ 
ite tree 
in this way; "L ike 
brides and bridesm aids the dog­ 
woodis line our roadsides, up­ 
holding on slim bare arm s their 
sprays of starry bloom." Hen­ 
ry Qavid Thoreau said blos­ 
soming dogwood is "like a sm all 
flock of white birds passing." 
The 
Kentucky 
and Virginia 
author, John Fox Jr., in his 
novel "The Trail of the Lone­ 
some Pine," says; "Soon the 
dogwood swept in snowy gusts 
along 
the 
m ountains." The 
famous 
Kentucky 
humorist, 
Irvin S. Cobb, wrote in his Let­ 
ter of Instructions to lie oi>ened 
after his death; "Lay my ashes 
at the roots oi a dogwood tree 
in Paducah at the proper plant­ 
ing season. Should the tree live, 
that will be monument enough 
for m e." 
George Marion McClelland, a 
Negro poet who was born at 
Belfast, t mu., In I MO and was 
educated at F isk University in 
Nashville, 
wrote 
"Dogwood. 
Blossoms, " which 
ends with 
these lines; 
But high o’er all the early 
floral train, 
Where softness all the arching 
sky resum es, 
The dogwood dancing to the 
wind's refrain 
In stainless glory spreads its 
snowy blooms.

Solutions Can be Found To 
Growing Pollution Problems 


NEW YORK CITY—The lead­ 
ership needed to 
cive such 
growing community problems 
as air pollution, water pollu­ 
tion, and tra i t ' safety can be 
found at the local level among 
the health teams employed in 
private industry and trains I 
in preventive rnei'cine. 
This was the opinion express­ 
ed today by Dr. Kerry F. Howe, 
director, depart rn ( nt ii! ocru- 
pational health, An e vic in Med­ 
ical Association, in a speech 
prepared for delivery at the 
annual meeting of th* American 
Public Health Association. 
"The skills of industrial phy­ 
sicians are the best presently 
available resource to supple­ 
ment shortages in manpower in 
many of the public he !th ac­ 
tivities of government,'’ 
he 
said. 
Machines 
and 
chemicals 
emerging from industry 
into 
public use are creating "tech­ 
nological jungles,” Dr. Howe 
warned, and the American peo­ 
ple are clamoring for control 
measures. 
"Someone is going to control 
them,” he said. 
"Shall they be controlled by 
fiat from a central bureaucracy, 
or by the guidance of the local 
citizenry, depending on talent­ 
ed advisors on the local scene? 
The Public Health 
Service 
shies away from disciplinary 
functions, hoping that 
states 
and cities 
will accept their 
' responsibilities to control their 
own problems. Matching Fed­ 
eral grants are available, a 
compromise to afford 
local 
control with Federal assist­ 
ance. 
Will the states pick up 
the gauntlet, and solve 
their 
own problems, or will the next 
phase be Federal control?” 
Physicians in industry, along 
with the other members of the 
industrial health team, 
have 
achieved a dramatic reduction 
in industrial accident rates and 
in the incidence of occupational 
diseases during the past 
30 
years, Dr. Howe pointed out. 
"It is now the total environ­ 
ment which needs a survey of 
its* health hazards,” he said. 


"Off-the-job safety is becom­ 
ing a more severe challenge to 
our 
society 
than on-the-job 
safety. 
Automobiles kill more 
people than production machin­ 
ery. 
"Industrial 
experience 
in 
case-finding in the plant needs 
to be extended to case-finding 
in the community. The method 
of health maintenance records 
in industry needs to be applied 
to community studies, commun­ 
ity solutions. 
"I suggest that 
Industrial 
physicians should voluntarily 
extend their field of 
interest 
into accident prevention 
and 
preventive medicine as a part 
of their citizenship in their own 
communities, utilizing some of 
the same techniques they have 
found so effective in occupation­ 
al health programs in the plant. 
"Cand] I surveys of hazards in 
his own community by an ob­ 
servant 
industrial physician 
may be all that is needed to 
inaugurate a local safety coun­ 
cil, a campaign to clean up water 
pollution, or a project for auto­ 
motive safety.” 
The potentialities 
for volun­ 
teer leadership at the commun­ 
ity level are staring at us every­ 
where, Dr. Howe continued. 
Home safety, safety in sports, 
in agriculture, in scuba diving, 
parachute jumping,and private 
aviation need the same sort of 
analysis in the community that 
industrial 
physicians 
have 
applied to similar problems in 
the factory, he 
pointed out. 
The manpower pool represent­ 
ed by physicians practicing pri­ 
vate preventive medicine in in­ 
dustry is as large or larger than 
the pool of similarly oriented 
public health 
physicians em­ 
ployed at all levels of govern­ 
ment, Dr. Howe estimated. 
Hie industrial health team in­ 
cludes from 3,000 to 5,000 phy­ 
sicians as well as 17,200 
in­ 
dustrial nurses and about 1,300 
industrial In ienists, he said, 
while at all levels of govern­ 
ment, there are only 
about 
2,000 physicians employed full­ 
time in official public health 
work.

a high relationship to deaths 
for specific sites of cancer.

AGE DISCRIMINATION 
THROUGH EMPLOYMENT 
SUBJECT OF REPORT 
The following advertisement is 
relatively common in M issouri 
newspapers. It was taken from 
a recent edition of a central 
M issouri paper: 
"HELP 
WANTED— Men or 
Women. Ages 25 to 45. We 
train you at no expense..’* 
In nearly a dozen states today, 
this advertisem ent would be 
illegal. At present this is not 
the case in M issouri. Its con­ 
tent Is typical of alleged age- 
discrim ination that a legisla­ 
tive committee Is giving close 
attention. 
The Interim Committee on Age 
Discrimination has just com­ 
pleted phase two of its study 
concerning 
various forms of 
discrim ination in employment 
because of a prospective em ­ 
ploye’s age. 
The initial study concerned 
tile problem In M issouri and the 
conclusion was drawn that over 
50 per cent of all job oppor­ 
tunities listed with the Mis­ 
souri Employment Security of­ 
fices had age lim itations, often 
as low as 35 years. 
This second phase prim arily 
was a survey of other states 
in an attempt to ascertain how 
widespread the problem is and 
what is being done. 
To date, there are 18 states 
(and Puerto Rico) which have 
anti-age discrim ination laws. 
M issouri is not among them. In 
most, it is reported, the law has 
proven effective. 
Eleven states now prohibit dis­ 
crim inatory age specification in 
advertising for job vacancies. 
Officials 
in Connecticut 
re­ 
ported to the M issouri commit­ 
tee that by removing age speci­ 
fications from job advertise­ 
ments, older workers were able 
to compete on the basis of qual­ 
ifications. 
However, Alaska, with a sim i­ 
lar law in force, reported its 
records "showed no significant 
effect. . .” 
And, Delaware indicated that 
as a result of its anti-age dis­ 
crim ination law, more 
older 
w orkers are being retained in 
employment. 
To enforce their laws in these 
m atters, 
most of the states 
having anti-age discrim ination 
statutes have trained person­ 
nel adm inistering 
the 
laws. 
Oregon, however, appears to be 
the only state having an appro­ 
priation ($48, OOO) especially set 
aside for this purpose. 
In response to the inquiry 
by the M issouri committee, a 
large 
variety of conclusions 
were presented. Among these 
were 
that 
such 
provisions 
against 
age 
discrim ination 
make the general public more 
aware of the problems faced 
by the older worker; local com­ 
m ittees often are set up to han­ 
dle the problem on the commun­ 
ity level; and a m oral principle 
is served. 
Weak points noted, however, 
included the difficulty arising 
from many of these statutes 
covering

specific age 
ranges; and some states lump

(such as by race, etc.), ren ­

CIGARET SALES 
MAKING COMEBACK 
Since the Surgeon General’s 
spectacular 
report Issued in 
January linking the smoking of 
cigarets with some forms of 
cancer, the sales of cigarets in 
Missouri 
has 
been generally 
flexible, resem bling 
statisti­ 
cally a tight rope walker sway­ 
ing to and fro. 
For instance, cigaret tax re ­ 
ceipts for January 1964 fell off 
over 
$50,000 
from the same 
month the previous year. In 
February, the decline was even 
more dram atic, showing a dip 
of $173,586. March continued 
the downward spiral with a loss 
of nearly $400,000. 
However, the Cigaret Tax Di­ 
vision of the Department of 
Revenue reports that by April 
the decline came to a temporary 
halt and that month saw an in­ 
crease of $17,675. May and June1 
both showed drops with July 
once again going on the plus 
side, but by a slight $3,080. 
August dropped suddenly by an­ 
other $100,000 with September 
rebounding strongly with a jump 
of $308,000. 
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What can be expected during 
the last quarter of 1964? Jack 
Matthews, who heads the Cig­ 
aret Tax 
Division, 
indicated 
that lie expects receipts to con­ 
tinue on the plus side, but still 
not equalling the record pace 
of 1963. 
In the first nine months of 
this year, the cigaret tax has 
totaled $16,291,073 for a drop 
of over half a million dollars 
from a year ago. 
Money collected through the 
taxing of cigarets is earm arked 
specifically 
for 
the 
School 
Foundation Program and over 
the past few years, at least 
20 percent of the money in the 
program was derived from this 
tax.

The capital gains rate 
i s a flat 25 percent, compared 
with levies up to 70 percent on 
ordinary income.

version of the

Since 
the system I propose is entirely 
optional, no taxpayer would be 
harm ed.” 
The rate schedule under the 
Long bill would be 20 percent 
of the first $20,000, 25 percent 
on the next $8,000, and rise in 
four stages to a maximum of 
50 percent on Income over $50, 
OOO. All rates are for m arried 
persons. 
Senator 
Long 
believes that 
three out of four taxpayers with 
incomes of $20,000 and up would 
ignore the options he proposes. 
The one in four choosing the 
new system would be required 
to continue using it for at least 
five years.
